A bundle of letters filed yesterday in Judge 
Devers court throws an interesting light on 
the kind of education that youths acquire who 
attend Elbert Hubbard's: (Fra Ebertus“) 
schoo! in Bast Aurora, N.Y. The letters are 
written by Phillip Allen Snyder to his father, 


Jacksonville, III. The father is using them as 
a ground for being relteved by the court from 
paying his son’s tuition. He thinks his son 
is becoming a philistine, and he doesn’t care 
to support any. philistines if he can avoid it, 
Snyder was divorced by his wife in 1908 on 
a charge of desertion. The decree provided 
that the father should pay for the education 
of the son. Four months after it was entered 
Mra, Snyder married W. M. Chase of 8238 
South Park avenue, in St. Louis. 


Writes to His Father. 

Soon after he reached East Aurora young 
Snyder wrote a letter to his father, in which 
he said:

Of course, you may call me 
Phillip in your letters, as I no doubt will be 
Phillip to you.” a 

Snyder wrote a letter of protest to the 
boy.

Indorsed by President Wileon, the meas- 
ure represents the efforts of the president

Predict Heavy Export, While Protec- 
tionists Claim Victory, 


LONDON, April 7.—The proposed revision 

of the American tariff has caueed lively 
speculation in England as to the effect it is 
likely to have on British trade in the United 
States. 
While the newspapers commemt lengthily 
on the political aspects, these comments na- 
turally are tinctured by the politics of the 
papers. ° 

The tariff reform press, itl reviewing the 
proposed changes, argues that the tariff asa 
whole remains strongly of a protectionist 
character, while.the free traders quote the 
Nest of articles placed on the free list and the 
decreased duties on others asa distinct move 
toward their ideal. ~ 

Dr. Gordon Parker, an authority in the 
leather trade, says the placing of shoes and 
leather on the free Nst will great benefit | 
England, especially with regard to the leather 
trade. The reduction win hit the American 
tanner hard and give impetus to the export 
from England. 


Predicts Trouble for Wilson. 

The Morning Post says that President WI. 
son's decision to appear in congress per- 
wonally suggests that he feels he must bring 
all possible influence to bear, if he wishes 
to see the adoption of his fiscal policy. 

The new scale of duties, says the paper, 
must be regarded as a compromise, but the 
tariff as a whole remains strongly of a pro- 
tectionist character and it points out that the 
duties stand much above the average 10 per 
cent which the Unionists would like to see 
imposed on foreign manufactured goods in 
England. 

The Post says further that thé American 
manufacturer has hardly any reason to fear 
that the country will be flooded by an influx 
of cheap foreign goods. 

The abolition of the duties on foodstuffs, ’ 
continued the paper, shows how thorough- 
ly justified were the Canadian opponents of 
reciprocity, for, if the bill passes, the Cana- 
dian farmers will be able to send their prod- 
uce across the border without any conces- 
sion to the United States.“

Charles Cromwell, manager of the cotton 
and woolen goodsdepartment of the Marshall 
Field & Co., declared the price probably 
would be lowered on woolens, but cotton 
goods would not be affected. What cotton is 
Imported by this firm comes from Egypt. 

Charles Dewey. manager of Wellington, 
Sears &. Co., declared the reduction would 
affect sugar more than cotton and wool. 

“We expect a reduction in the price of 
woolens, but we cannot tell at this early date 
as to what.will happen. I suppose the con- 
sumer will be benefited by the reduction, and 
we hope that will be the case.”

The most remarkable story of the opening 
day was that of the wooing of Gladys Veit, a 
girl of 20, living with her parents at 551 Gar- 
field avenue, and the speedy disillusionment, 
accompanied by a minor financial loss but no 
logs of moral honesty. The wooer was Harry 
Raymond, a machinist of Sixth avenue, 
New York,” but lately employed by the West- 
ern Blectriccompany. .

According to the girl her heart was won in 
lese than a week by Ted Coy, the famous 
Yale football star, but Raymond insisted 
he assumed that role by agreement with his 
sweetheart so her parents would think him 
somebody and not a mere working man.

State Welfare Commission Holds 
Conference with Big 


Shopkeepers. 


Three important developments were re- 
corded as the result of the private conference 
between the state senatorial welfare commis- 
mon and the State street merchants at the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday morning. 

First—That the merchants stil) felt, as they 
had previously testified, that there should be 
a national rather than a state minimum wage 
law. 

Second—That the commissioners feel that 
the result of the conference jugtifies them in 
introducing a minimum wage law for women 
at this session of the legislature, probably 
fixing the figure at $8, and recommending 
the appointment of a wage commission to 
determine living wages in different sec 
according to population. 

Third—That the plea of Senator Edmond 
Beall that the wealthy merchants raise a 
fund to construct a $1,000,000 hotel to fur. 
nish board and room to working girlie at 
cost was enthusiastically received and likely 
will be adopted at a meeting of the State 
Street Retail association to be held in a 
few weeks. 

The welfare commission will meet again 
Friday at the La Salle to investigate dance 
hall conditions in Chicago. 


Try to Unionize Shop Girls. 

A feature of the meeting not announced by 
the commissionere was the reading of a let- 
ter from the Women's Trade Union league, 
stating that an effort was made to unionize 
the women clerks in the big stores several 
weeks ago, and that subsequently many of 
the girls who had joined the movement had 
been discharged.

From the patent office we learn that Dr. 
Friedmann grows disease producing germs 
along with nonproducers and thereby he 
makes the disease producers harmless, which 
may be true. It has been done with other 
germs and even with tubercle bacilli. 

Do they remain harmless when they get 
away from the other germs? 
But it is good sense to let the laboratory 
men find out for certain before the people 
have it tried on them. : 

The, further facts disclosed in this con- 
troversy are not promising. The germs are 
grown on a culture medium in common use 
in laboratories for years. It is possible. 
however, that Dr. Friedmann uses propor- 
tions different from those in common use. 
It was a distinct disappointment to learn 
that he does not use a new bacillus; that he 
is making use of an old method of making 
harmful germs less harmful, namely, by 
growing them alongside certain harmless

You are right; it is the part of wisdom to go back 
of enlarged glands to the seat of the trouble. 

An efiarged gland near the ear in a 4 monthe old 
baby ie usually a result of the scalp eruption so 
frequent in young babies. If that were the cause 
in this case the condition need not alarm.

HE HON: MURIEL FRASER, who has 
just taken the vows of a nun and en- 
tered the Mill Hill convent near Lon- 
don, ig the youngest and only unmar- 
ried sister of Lord Lovat, chief of the 
great Scottish clan of Frasers which is so 
extensively. represented on this side of the 
Atlantic both in the United States and in 
Canada. | 
The Frasers are one of the oldest and most 
historic clans af Scotland, stelding to none 
in point of antiquity, and are believed to be 
not of Gaelic but of Scandinavian origin, the 
name Fraser being a corruption of Frisel. 
Be that as it may, the Frasers are on record 
as holding vast possessions in the south of 
Scotland in the reign of Maloolm III., sur- 
named the Great Head, who reigned prior to 
the Norman conquést of England and mar- 
ried Margaret, sister of King Edgar Atheling. 
As to the importance of the Fragere, no bet- 
ter illustration can be furniched than the 
fact that Alexander Fraser, the head of the 
clan in the early portion of the fourteenth 
century, was chamberlain of Scotland and 
married Mary, sister of King Robert Bruce. 
Hugh Fraser was one of the hostages for 
King James’ ransom when he returned from 
captivity in England, and the son of the first 
Lord Lovat, or Fraser of Lovat, fell with 
many of his clan in the battle of Flodden 
Field.

There is no house in Scotland which has 
@ more sensational history than that of the 
lorde of Lovat. 
murders, rebellions, forgeries, and arson all 
figure in its annals. Numbers of its mem- 
bers have succumbed to violence, several of 
them having perished on thé scaffold, the 
last oné to lay his head on the block having 
been Simon Fraser, eleventh Lord Lovat. 
surnamed the Traitor. As none af his three 
sons, one of whom was Gen. Simon Fraser 
of the American revolutionary war, left any 
male issue, the vast estates passed at their 
death early in the last century to the senlor 
descéndant of the fourth Lord Lovat. He 
Was the grandfather of the present peer. 

Queen Victoria conferred on him an Eng- 
lish peerage under the title of Lord Lovat and 
subsequently he secured from the crown and 
parliament the removal of the attainder that 
rested upon the patent of the Scotch barony 
of Lovat, created in 1480 and attainted at 
the’ time of the trial and condemnation of 
the eleventh lord, namely, the Traſtor. 

The Fraser estates are large, those in In- 
vernesshire alone extending over some 900. 
000 acres. The principal- country seat of 
Lord Lovat is Beaufort castle, in that county, 
which has been rented in turn to the late Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, to William K. Vanderbilt, 
and to Henry Phipps. Lord Lévat, who, like 
his father, is a Roman Cathoke, and who 
moreover is unmarried, did good service dur- 
ing the Boer war, raising exclusively from 
the members of his clan 4 large corpe of 
mounted infantry, equipped and maintained 
at his oWn expense, who were known as 
Lovét's scouts, and who rendered them- 
selves most useful during the campaign. 


~~ 
Beaufort castle is a stately pile, with a 
long, dark red fagade, gray roofs, and many 
turrets and gables, a relatively modern edi- 
fice, having been erected by the late Lord 
I.ovat some forty or fifty yearsago te replace 
the unprétentious litth house whieh had been 
the residence of the family since the burning 
of the old castle in the stormy days of the 1745 
-rebellign. The entrance is paneled with oak 
grown on the estate, and on the walls hang 
a coHection of old weapons and arma, moet 
(ot them of historic and family interest, as. 
for instance, the muskets carried by the Fra- 
ser highlanders who fought in Canada and 
distinguished themselves at the storming of 
Quebec, . ’ ry ch i 
Among the most interesting relics at Beau- 
fort, however, are the vell worn by Mary 
Queen of Scots on the day of her execution, 
which 
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Lovat, surnamed the traitor, sat and dealt 
out Justice as high sheriff of Inverness-shire, 
and Hogarth's striking portrait of that ex- 
traordinary peer, Who was so many things to 
so many men and who finally at the age of 
80, repudiated by All. met an unmourned 
death at the hands of the executioner on 
Tower hill, in London. One of the features of 
the castle ia its beautiful private chapel, with 
delicately tinted walls, altar and reredos of 
exquisite marble, the stained glass windows 
ing a thank offering of Lady Lovat for the 
return of her three sons from the Boer war.

As tm the case of almost every English, 
Scotch, and Irish peerage the right of Lord 
Lovat to his ancient Scotch barony and his 
estates has been contested, two of the princi- 
pal claimants hailing from this side of the 
Atlantic, ene of them from New York, and 
the other, John Fraser by name, being a na- 
tive of Winnipeg, where he was frequently 
employed as @ collector. Like the New York 
claimant, he bases his pretensions on a plea 
that he is deBCended from Alexander Fraser. 
elder brother of Stmon the Traitor, and 
whose title and honors are alleged to have 
beén usurped by the latter. 

According to the claimant's story, Alexan- 
der Fraser, while a student of the University 
of Aberdeen and before the accession of his 
father to the title as tenth Lord Lovat, be 
came involved in a scrape. Returning home 
ward one evening, he passed'a cottage where 
merrymaking was in progress in connection 
with a wedding. He entered and joined in 
the sport. But the piper had the misfortune 
to play a Gaelic song which had been written 
aga@inet the Frasers. He ordered the piper to 
desist, and drew his dirk, intending merely 
to plerce thd bagpipe. . Unfortunately the 
dirk went farther than he had,intended, pene- 
treating the heart of the piper, who fell dead. 
Horrifled by the tragedy, Alewander Fraser 
fled, is brother, Simon helping him to leave 
the country.

While at the university he had studied 
metallurgy, and it was this probably that led 
bim to turn his steps in the direction of 
Wales, where he secured work in the mines 
of the Lord Powis of the day. He Aid wel 
there, and among other things discovered a 
rich vein of er, which is known to this 
day as Fraser’e lode. 

When Thomas Fraser of Beaufort, the tenth 
lord, died, his younger son, Simon, according 
to this story, determined to obtain both the 
barony and the estates for himself. So he 
wrote letters warning Alexander against re- 
turning to Scotland, greatly exaggerating the 
importance of the death of the piper, and 
intimating that if he, Alexander, set foot in 
Scotland, of disclosed his identity, he would 
be tried for murder and sent to the scaffold. 
Simon even caused an entry of the alleged 
domise of his elder brother to be inserted in 
the Kirk Sessions records of the parish of 
Kirkhill, and then claimed the peerage and 
estates of his father as the next surviving 
hetr on the ground that his eder brother, 
Alexander, had predeceased his father, dying 
unmarried.

There is no 
reason why the same sympathy felt for 
Montenegro and other countries contending
